Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record does not teach the limitations of the independent claim 
in combination with other elements. Especially, prior art does not teach a control 
circuit within a UART (Universal Asynchronous Receiver-Transmitter), capable of 
operating in both full duplex and half duplex mode for providing single channel 
communications, comprising a receiver control circuitry for enabling and disabling 
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the receiver in response to the indication of a full duplex mode operation by the 
processing means. None of prior art of record does not teach the processing means 
which capably of determining and detecting whether a UART is operating in a full 
duplex mode of operation or whether a receiver enables the flag has been set.
